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NOTIFICATION 



This application is before the Office of PCT Legal Affairs for consideration of matters arising 
under 35 U.S.C. 371. 



On 29 March 2005, applicant filed international application PCT/JP2005/005797, which 
designated the United States and claimed a priority date of 1 1 August 2004. A copy of the international 
application was communicated to the USPTO from the International Bureau on 16 February 2006. The 
thirty-month period for paying the basic national fee in the United States expires at midnight on 12 
February 2007 ( 1 1 February 2007 being a Sunday). 

On 06 November 2006, applicant filed a submission for entry into the national stage in the 
United States which was accompanied by, inter alia, the U.S. Basic National Fee, a declaration of the 
inventor, a translation of the international application into English and a check for $2,590.00. The 
Transmittal Letter also authorized charging of any additional fees which may be required to Deposit 
Account No. 02-4300.
